To His Excellency, Jos. M. Bbown, Governor. 

Sir: In compliance with law I have tlie honor to sub- 
mit the annual report of this Department for the fiscal 
year ending December 31st, 1910, showing by tabulated 
statemeu'ts the sources from which the revenue of the 
State is derived, the appropriations made by the Legis- 
lature for the fiscal year 1910, and the receipts and dis- 
bursements from January 1st to December 31st, 1910, 
both inclusive. 

Since the date of the last annual report of this De- 
partment, January 1st, 1910, to Decemiber Slst, 1910, the 
State Treasurer has received and certified to this office, 

and my official vouchers have been duly issued for 

$5,675,028.80. Executive and other warrants under the 
general and the several special appropriation Acts, 
amounting to $5,056,104.95 have been audited by me and 
paid by the Treasurer for the same period, and his ac- 
count credited therewith. The condition of the Treas- 
ury, therefore, on Januray 1st, 1911, was as follows:

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It should be stated that in this balance of $618,923.85 
is incladed $112,500 of the sinking fund, which by the 
terms of the Constitution can only 'be used for retiring 
one hundred ^thouaand dollars annually of ttie principal 
(rf the public debt and $31,832.50 public property fund. 
The total bonded debt of the State at the time of the 
adoption of this sinking fund provision of our Constitu- 
tion was $10,644,500, and annual interest thereon 
amounted to $719,135. Under this very wise i^an of 
retiring annually a part of the public debt tAie a^regete 
has been reduced to $6,844,000, and by the funding of 
most of this debt at much lower rates of interest the an- 
nual interest charge has been reduced to $276,925, show- 
ing a reduction in the principal of the debt of $3,800,500, 
and in our interest accotmt of $442,210. It muSit be 
stated, however, that the proceeds of the sale of certain 
property of the State was applied to the extinguishment 
of a part of the debt — which is also required by the Con- 
stitution of 1877. The balance of this bonded debt is 
secured by the State's immensely valuable property, the 
Western & Atlantic Kailroad. 

From Uie foregoing figures showing the condition of 
the State's finances, it will be observed that notwith- 
standing the loss of revenue from the iiire of convicts, 
and the large increase in the appropriations for the 
support of the State government for the year 1910 over 
1909 the demands on the State Treasury have been mei, 
though it was found necessarj- to make a temporary loan 
of $139,450, yet the balance in the Treasury on the Ist of 
January, 1911, was much larger than on the corresiwnd- 
ing date in 1910. This was only made poesiWe by the 
abnormal increase in the taxable values of the State for 
the last three years, as well as an increase of revenue 
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from special or occupation taxes and from other sources. 

Appropriations, therefore, should be held down in 
future until our revenue is increased from other than 
present sources. Just here I might add that the revenue 
of the State could be largely supplemented by providing 
for the taxation of inheritances ks ia done by many of 
the Stntes. 

In order that it may be seen to what extent the aseees*- 
ments of the taxable property of the State have increased 
I have prepared in tabular form this data beginning with 
ti»e year 1880, the first year of my administration of thie 
affairs of this office. 

The general property of the State is required by law 
to be returned for taxation to the Receivers of Tax Re- 
turns of the several counties and entered on their respec- 
tive digests, while the property of all public utility «)r- 
porations including franchises is made returnable to the 
Comptroller-General. The value of each class of this 
property, therefore, is given separately, and aleo the 
rate of taxation levied by the State for each of said 
years. 

Notwithstanding the marvelous increase in our assess- 
ments year by year during the period covered by this 
statement it will be observed that the tax rate has not 
correspondingly decreased, but notwithstanding the 
largely increased valuations we have a tax rate reaching 
the Constitutional limit of one-half of one per cent.

The valuation of corporate property returned to the 
Comptrolier- General for taxation for the year 1910 does 
not embrace aJI of such property in the State. Under 
charters granted by the State there are three railroads 
claiming exenaptions from a-d valorem taxation, the Geor- 
gia Bailroad & Banking Company, the Southwestern and 
the Augusta & Savannah. Besides these exempted lines 
we have the State's road, the Western & Atlantic. The 
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value of none of these roads is included in the table above, 
but they are worth in my judgment not less than thirty- 
five miliion dollars.

By the appropriation Act of 1909 the State School 
Fund for 1910 was 6xed at $2,250,000, which is derived 
from the following sources: (1) Tax on property. (2) 
Tax on polls. (3) Half rent«l of Western & Atlantic 
Railroad. (4) Show taxes. (5) Dividends from stock 
of the Georgia Railroad & Banking Company, owned by 
the State. 

Near Beer License Tax. 

I desire to call attention to the fact that the Act of 
1909 under which license taxes are collected from per- 
sons engaging in the sale of imitations of or substitutes 
for beer, wine, etc., makes no provision for the compen- 
sation of Ordinaries of this State for the collection of 
said taxes, consequently they have received nothing for 
collecting these taxes. This dont>tle«s was an oversight 
of the author of the Act, and should be amended so as to 
provide reasonable compensation for their services in 
future. The Act should also be amended so as to re- 
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qnire in future these license taxes paid to flie Tax Col- 
lectors of the several counties instead of to the Ordi- 
naries, and should provide the same compensation for 
their collection as was formerly allowed them for the 
collection of taxes on liquor dealers. The total amount 
of these taxes collected for 1910 was $249,183.85. 

Tax on Manufacturers of Soft Drinks. 

Paragraph 38th of Section 2nd of the general tax Act 
of 1909 requiring a tax of one-fourth of one per cent, on 
gross receipts of all manufacturers or wholesale dealers 
or distributors of carbonated waters, syrups or other 
articles to be used in carbonated vraters should be 
amended so as to require returns of persons and com- 
panies engaged in business in this State to be made to 
the tax collectors of the counties in which said business 
is carried on and pay their taxes to the collectors in- 
stead of to the Comptroller-General. 

A thorough revision of our revenue system is needed 
and has been repeatedly urged by this Department. This 
is a subject of vital importance to all classes of citizens 
and should receive the (ittention of the General Assem- 
bly at its approaching session. The defective and dis- 
jointed machinery for assessing property for taxation 
permits much of the taxable property of the State to 
escape taxation altogether, and a very much larger pro- 
portion to evade its just and equitable part. It is not 
necessary for me to state that the evila of our system 
obtain equally in the ease of assessment of property of 
individuals as well as corporations and as well in the 
several counties of the State. Indeed, it is e well-knowii 
fact that in many cases the assessment of property in 
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counties adjoining each other, and where practically like 
conditions exist, vary very widely, thus placing on citizens 
in one county heavier 'burdens than are borne by their 
neighbors in the other. All taxation should be uniform 
and a system of assessing property should be provided 
to accomplish as far as possible absolute uniformity. 
Just in so far as this is not obtainable the system is de- 
fective and necessarily lays the burdens of the govern- 
ment unequally and unjustly. In addition to the lack of 
miiformity and equality in our tax assessments which I 
have aaid so universally obtain under our present sys- 
tein, there is yet a much greater evil resulting from it. 
to which I would respectfully invite your attention. I 
refer to the listing for taxation of such property as might 
be termed invisible personal property, such as notes, 
mortgages, accounts, stocks, bonds and choses-in-action. 
It is a generally known fact that this class of property 
in this State, represents a considerable part of the 
wealth of Georgia, yet it is equally true that but a very 
SDoall amount of it is ever returned for taxation. Some 
method diouW be adopted to rea<?h this property and 
place it on the tax twoks and thus compel it to bear its 
just burdens of the government. The State of Alabama 
has a statute providing for county tax commissioners to 
look up all omitted property from the tax rolls of their 
counties, their compensation for such service being solely 
on the commission basis. I might add that the city of - 
A41anta has tried very satisfactorily this method for 
several years, and I would recommend that something of 
this kind be provided for the State. The present system 
of assessment is but little better than voluntary contribu- 
tions by tax payers to the State's revenue. 

D.qit.zeaOvGoOt^lc 
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Tax on Dogs. 

By paragraph fifty-two of Section two of the Tax Act 
of 1909 a tax of one dollar ^ch is imposed on all dogs 
owned in this State. Tlie provisions of this statute are 
SQcb that it is difficult of enforcement and in addition is 
calculated to create much friction between the tax officers 
and the tax payers of the State. There will probably be 
collected from this ■source for 1910 something like $150,- 
000.00. If it is the purpose of the Legislature to con- 
tinue the collection of this tax it seems to me that the law 
should be amended so as to authorize levies of execution 
issued by tax collectors for such taxes made on any prop- 
erty of the delinquent instead of upon the dogs. 

iState Collectors and Tax Becbivebs. 

I desire to say that with a few exceptions these offi- 
cials have discharged their duties faithfully and effi- 
ciently, and are entitled to the conunendation of this De- 
partment, under the direction of which they enforce the 
tax laws of the State. Years of observation, however, 
have demonstrated that the efficiency of both would be 
materially increased by an extension of the terms of their 
offices from two to four years. Both offices have grown 
in importance by reason of the marvelous development 
which has taken place in our State and consequently re- 
quire longer terms to acquire a thorough knowledge of 
the duties required of the men filling them. 

• I^w Regulating Business of Investment Companies. 

By an Act of the Legislature approved August 13th, 
1904, it was sought to subject domestic and nonresident 
investment companies doing business in Georgia to super- 
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vision by the State, and require them licensed by the 
Comptroller-General, upon their compliance with certain 
conditions. The purpose of tbe law waa wise, but unfor- 
tunately the provisions of the Act are such as not to ac- 
complish its purpose. No authority is g^ven this Depart- 
ment to inquire into their financial condition or the man- 
agement of their affairs. It will, therefore, be observed 
that the State exercises no supervision over the business 
of such companies except in name. This Department, 
however, is required to license them to do business in 
Georgia when they make application and pay the rt:- 
quired fee of $50.00. This certificate of authority or 
license is used by these companies as an indorsement of 
their solvency by the State, when such is not the case. 

The deposit feature of the Act should also be amended 
so as to require deposits of these companies made only 
in stocks or bonds acceptable to the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral. I would respectfully suggest that the Act be re- 
pealed unless amended so as to better protect persona 
seeking investments m companies of this character. 

Insubance Depabthent, 

The growth of this Department of the Comptroller- 
General's office has been phenomenal since its creation 
in 1887. The great increase in the volume of business 
is not confined to any particular class of companies, but 
is general, showing that there is a growing public de- 
maud for insurance of every character. In this con- 
nection your attention is directed to the following com- 
parative figures:

It should be borne in mind that the premiams re- 
ported are the gross premiums from whkh should be 
deducted losses and all expense items in order to arrive 
at actual profits of each class of companies on each year's 
bnsinesa. After allowing for these deductions, however, 
it will be seen that the business as a whole has been 
fairly profitable to the companies. It wilt also be ob- 
served that by the krge increase in the volume of busi- 
ness the State's income from the tax on premiums baa 
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correspondingly increased until it has reached ^e sum 
of $147,427.48 for the year 1910. I have not included in 
the foregoing statements the business of Secret Frater- 
nal Beneficiary Societies chartered by the laws of this or 
other States conducting business in this State, because 
the law imposes no tax on assessments collected from 
their members and therefore the amounts collected are 
not reported to this Department It should also be 
stated that the law prescribes no standard form of an- 
nual report to this Department for such societies audi the 
cost of publishing this report has so enormously in- 
creased during the last three or four years I have deemed 
it proper to omit these annual statements from the re- 
ports of this Department. 

In previous annual reports of this Department I have 
taken occasion to direct attention to the numerous de- 
fects in our system of State regulation and supervision 
of the insurance business in Georgia, with the hope that 
needed amendments might be adopted by the Legisla- 
ture. 

The Act providing for State supervision of this bosi'- 
ness with the Comptroller-General as Ex-Officio Insur- 
ance Commissioner was passed October 24, 1887. At 
the time of its enactment it was thought to be sufficiently 
comprehensive to afford adequate protection to all classes 
of policyholders in this State. However well this Act 
may have safeguarded the interests of the insured at the 
time of its passage, the fact remains that under existr 
ing conditions differing (as they do) so widely from 
those prevailing at that time, the entire system is in need 
of thorough revision. I wish to call attention to such 
features of our present system which in my judgment 
most urgently need and demand amendment, trusting 
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that they will receive consideration at the approadiing 
session of the General Assembly. 

Krst of all in importance, the powers of the Comp- 
troller-General as Insurance Commissioner should be so 
enlarged as to provide for State regnlation and super- 
vision of the insurance business in fact as well as in name. 
To this end his jurisdiction should be made to extend to 
all classes of insurance companies, including Fraternal 
Beneficiary associations. It is needless to say, that 
supervision by this Department to be effective shonld 
authorize annual examinations of insurance companies, or 
whenever it may be deemed necessary by the Insurance 
Commissioner. The scope of these investigations should 
not be limited merely to the ascertainment of the sol- 
vency of companies (as is now the case) with some classes 
of companies, but the Insurance Commissioner shonld be 
empowered to inquire into the honesty as well as the 
intelligence of the management of the affairs of all com- 
panies. 

In case it is found that the management of any com- 
pany is dishonest or fraudulent the Insurance Commis- 
sioner should be clothed with authority to refuse license 
to such companies, and if they have already been licensed 
to revoke said license. To properly make these exami- 
nations the service of an expert actuary and accountant 
would be indispensable and I would therefore recom- 
mend that the Insurance Commissioner be authorized to 
employ some competent person for this work. 

I should perhaps take up in detail the amendments 
which in my judgment are essential to the protection of 
the public, referring first to 
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FiBB Insxtkance Compawieb. 

The laws of this State make three sub-diviaions of 
this class of companies, as follows: Stock Oompanies, 
Mutual Companies, and Co-Operative or Assessment 
Companies. Our statutory requirements relating to the 
two first named classes in the light of many years' ex- 
perience have fully protected holders of their policies. 
This is not true as to the last named, Co-Operative or 
Assessment Companies. The laws prescrihing condi- 
tions upon which such companies nray be licensed by 
this Department have proven to be utterly inadequate 
for the protection of the insurers in these comipanies, 
and need amendment. I would recommend that all such 
companies except those which are purely local, confining 
their business to the county in which they are organized, 
be required to make a deposit of not less than ten thon- 
sand dollars with the State Treasurer or some Trust 
Company in such securities as may be approved by the 
Insurance Commissioner. In addition to this they should 
be required to set aside the same re-insurance reserve 
from their premium income as is required of stock and 
mutual fire companies. 

It is unquestionably true that the lax laws relating 
to this class of companies have encouraged their organi- 
zation, and in many instances utterly irresponsible per- 
sons have taken advantage of this fact to organize and 
operate such companies solely for profit to tiiemselves, 
yet I am given no discretion, being compelled to license 
them where they have complied with the present lax 
requirements of our statute. 
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Life iKsmuifCE Companibs. 

The laws of this State prescrilbing the oondilaons upon 
which Life Insarance Companies of this and other States 
may do business in Georgia are also defective in many 
respects and should be amended in order to more thor- 
oughly protect the interesta of the many thousands of 
Georgia policyholders. 

This Department should be clothed with wide di* 
cretionary powers in the supervision of this branch of 
the insurance business. Laws should also be enacted 
whereby all officers of such companies should be held to 
a strict acconntabilily for any mismanagement of the 
company's affairs. 

Non-resident companies should be required to make 
deposits in their home State in United States or State 
bonds or in municipal' bonds, the same being requircfd 
of Georgia companies. The marvelous growth of the 
life insurance business in this State during the last two 
decades, the premium receipts being $8,703,437.12 in 
1910, indicates the increasing popularity of life insur- 
ance in this State. This has encouraged the organiza- 
tion of qnite a number of Mutual and Co-Operative or 
Assessment Companies under charters obtained from 
the State. All of them being purely mutual, of course 
have no capital stock by whidh to make the required 
deposits with the State and supply funds for the con- 
duct of their business until their incomes are sufficient 
to take care of their expenses. To do this they have 
been compelled to adopt methods the wisdom of which 
at least has not been without criticism. This is a mat- 
ter which is of vital interest to policyholders in these 
companies and to a couHderable extent affects the finan- 
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cial strength of the companies. The State therefore 
should regulate this matter and prescribe some uniform 
plan for this pnrpose. I would recommend as perhaps 
the simplest solution of the question that such companies 
be authorized and required to raise a guaranty func^ of 
not less than one hundred thousand dollars in tha; case 
of Mutual Life Companies, and in the case of Co-Oper- 
ative Companies, at least twenty thousand dollars. The 
Jaw should provide for the payment of a fair rate of in- 
terest on this guaranty, capital to be paid from the ex- 
pense fund only. Provision might also be made for its 
retirement frond the excess of surplus over the amount 
of said guaranty fund. This would obviate the neces- 
sity for resorting to all kinds of methods heretofore 
used by these companies. In this connection I would 
also suggest that all Life Companies, Stock as well as 
Mutual, and non-resident as well as domestic companies; 
be prohibited from issuing any form of special contract 
to a preferred class of policyholders under penalty of a 
revocation of their license by the Insurance Commis- 
sioner. Indeed, no Life Company should be allowed to 
make any distinction or discrimination in favor of in- 
dividuals between insurants of the same class and equal 
expectation of life in the amount or payment or pre- 
miums or rates charged for policies for life or endow- 
ment insurance, or in the dividends or other benefits 
payable thereon, or in any other of the terms and con- 
ditions of the contracts it makes. Such companies 
should be prohibited also under proper penalties from 
making, issuing, circulating or causing to be made, is- 
sued or circulated any estimate, illustration, circular, 
or statement of any sort misrepresenting the terms of 
any policy issued by it or the benefits or advantages 
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promised thereby, or the dividends or share of the sur- 
plus to be received thereon, or should use any name or 
title of any policy or class of policies that does not bear 
the signature of the president or secretary of the oom- 
pany. No company of this class doing business in Geor- 
gia should be allowed to issue a policy to a resident of 
this State, whidi does not have in large letters upon its 
face a plain description of the policy so fully defining 
its character, including dividend periods and other pecu- 
liarities, that the bolder thereof would not be liable to 
mistake the nature or scope of the iwntract. 

Assessment Life Insubance Companies. 

This class of insurance companies should be subject 
to examination by this Department whenever it should 
be deemed necessary by the Insurance Commissioner. 
It is needless to say that, encouraged by the fact that 
practically no supervision of their business is exercised 
by the State, has greatly multiplied their number. Their 
policyholders in this State are entitled to the same pro- 
tection from the State that policyholders in the largei 
legal reserve companies receive from State supervision. 
The law now requires reasonable deposits with the State 
Treasurer for the security of policyholders, but makes 
no provision for safeguarding the funds coming into the 
hands of the company. This Department should have 
authority to inquire into their management and see that 
the funds belonging strictly to policyholders are not en- 
croached on for any purpose whatsoever. 

Such an Act was passed by the last Legislature with 
referienee to Industrial Companies.

20 COMPHtOLLBB-GENBRAL's RbPOBT 

SUBSTY COMPANIBS. 

Attention U respectfally called to what seems to be 
an injnstice of oqt law regulating the hnsiness of Burety 
companies in Qeorgia. Only bonding companiea becom- 
ing sureties on official bonds of State, county or monici- 
paJ officers are required to make deposits with our State 
Treasurer to protect their bonds. Such companies as 
confine their business exclusively to court or other bonds 
are not required to make deposits in this State, thus 
depriving estates, widows and minors of the protection 
which the laws afford the State, counties and municipali- 
ties. I must confess I fail to see the justice of this 
statute, and therefore recommend that all companies of 
this character be required to make the same deposits as 
are now made by companies writing an official bond 
business. 

Sals or Stock of Insdranoe Coupanieb Chartbbed bt 
TBis State. 

Under the Act of December 18, 1893, the Secretary of 
State is authorized to incorporate Insurance Companies. 
This Act makes no provision whatever for the protec- 
tion of investments in the stock of such companies dur- 
ing the period the company is selling its stock prepara- 
tory to organizing and obtaining authority from the In- 
surance Commissioner to do business in this State. No 
limitation is put on the price at which such stock must 
be sold or the conmiissions to be allowed on the Etale. In 
consequence unreasonable commissions are paid agents 
for the sale of the stock amounting in many instances to 
u much u 30 per cent, of the selling price of said stock, 
the corporation receiving 70 per cent. The law should 
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tiienfoTe be amended bo as to cover these defecta and 
protect the public. 

Fra.TBBNaL BeNBFIOIAST ASSOOUTIONS. 

What has been said of the statutes relating to other 
classes of insurance companies is eqnatly applicable to 
beneficiary orders both non-resident and domestic. 

It is donbtless known that organizations of all ancb 
associations in Georgia are had under charters obtained 
from jndges of the Superior Court under an old Section 
of our Code enacted many years before there was any 
thought of State supervision of the insurance business 
and therefore affords no protection to their members or 
policyholders. Such associations having no capital or 
guaranty fond for the protection of certificate hdders 
at the time of beginning business should not be licensed 
by the State until it can be shown to the Insurance Com- 
missioner that the association has actual bona fide ap- 
plications for death benefit certificates upon at least a 
sufficient number of lives the assessment on which would 
raise the maximnni amount of any policy which it pro- 
poses to issue on one life, and that each applicant has 
paid in cash one regular payment or assessment based 
on ihe table of mortality fixed by the National Fraternal 
Congress. 

^e license fee of $10.00 required of these associa- 
tions is a mere nominal charge as compared with licenses 
. and other taxes imposed on other insurance companies 
and should be increased. 

In contusion I desire to call attention to the matter 
of taxation of insurance companies in general. The 
subject of taxation by the several States is engaging the 
att«ntion of the public throughout the United States and 
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especially of life insurance companies — the consensus of 
opinion being that the laws of practically all the States 
need modification. It is claimed (and with seeming jus- 
tice) that the policyholder who pays the premiums, like 
the consumer of any article of merchandise, pays at 
last all taxes laid on the business. This being true, n\l 
taxation of insurance companies should be levied with 
due regard to this fact. It is not the policy of this State 
to make, taxes on any class of subjects burdensome. 
The effect of our present system, however, has been to 
do so, especially in the case of Oeorgia companies — so 
much ao that it has amounted to an actual dlscrlminaT 
tion against companies organized in this 'State. To il- 
lustrate, Georgia companies are required to pay three 
taxes : first, taxes on all property, which of course in- 
cludes every item of property of the company ; second, a 
tax of one per cent, on all premiums, and third, license 
taxes imposed by the State and municipalities on the 
companies and all of their agents. Whereas, non-resi- 
dent companies, having practically all of their property, 
real as well as personal, outside of Georgia and not being 
taxable in their home State, are relieved from this ta:x, 
and therefore only pay taxes on their premiums and 
license taxes. 

It is needless to say that this burdensome discrimi- 
nation has prevented the organization of stock com- 
panies, notwithstanding Georgia in other respects offers 
superior inducements for the investment of capital in 
this business, which is evidenced by the fact that Atlanta 
is the largest insurance center south of New York. The 
total business written by all classes' of companies in this 
State for 191Q amounted to $1,155,154,454.98 and the'pre^ 
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minms collected on said business reached the enormqus 
sum of $16,285,891.98. We should therefore encourage 
by wise and just te^slation the investment of Georgia 
money in Georgia insurance companies-
